We publish on our first page a 
letter from Mr. Daniel Reagan 
which appears in the Catholic 
Union of Buffalo, N. Y. Io the light 
of such letters, party politics ought 
to sink into comparative insignifi- 
cance, because through the former 
the material interests of the State 
are brought forward into such prom- 
inence as to make abstract questions 
trivial in comparison.

Only let 
the world know what are the capac- 
ities of the State, and then we will 
hardly have land enough and room 
enough for all who will seek to come 
in.

He read from 
Wharton on Criminal Lew, section 
2984: ‘* fhe general test for bail is, is 
the offence with which the prisoner 
is charged punisable with death! if 
so and the proof is evident on the 
presumption, great bail will be re- 
fused.’? Hence beil was refuse ! after 
commitment for murder in a duel, 
although there was strong affidavit 
that the duel was fair, as the ques- 
tion of the capital crime was to be 
settled on the ultimate proof given 
by the courtand jury alone."’ 

Ist Parker’s New York Criminal 
Reports, page 187: “In criminal cases 
where an indictment has been found, 
the court cannot go behind the in- 
dictment, because there are no means 
of ascertaining upon what the indict- 
ment was found; henee it has been 
the practice of the English courts

conclusive up to the time of trial be- 
fore the petit jury. The provision of 
the habeas corpus act contem lates 
eases where no ijiudietment has been 
found. Burn’s trial, vol. 1, pages 
310, 312, Marshal, Chief Justice, said 
he bad never Known a case where a 
true bill had been found for a capital 
feriony where on for bail 
an examination of witnesses had 
taken place, that the finding of the 
grand jury was the only evidence on 
which the coyrt would haye to judge 
whether the party ought to be bailed, 
and he ordered Col, Burr to. be com: 
mitted. United States against Jones 
and others, Washington's cireuit 
court reports, page 235, Washington 
judge says, ‘‘the bill of indictment 
being found we do not feel ourselves 
at liberty to enquire into the evi- 
denece.”’ 

Mr. Strong read from the decisiong 
of our own courts. Taylor’s reports, 
State vs. Dew, ‘‘a man indicted for 
murder eannot be bailed upon affida- 
vits taken exparte by persons not 
authorized to take them. The pris- 
oner having been indicted at the last 
term for murder, now appeared at 
the bar, and upon motion of the at- 
tornev-gene’al was ordered into tte 
sheriff's custody. It was moved by 
hix counsel (Gen. Davie) that he be 
admitted to bail, on the ground of 
having voluntarily appeared, ‘and 
upon some affidavits taken before 
justices of the peace tending to show 
that he was not guilty of the crime,’’ 

By the court: “It would be = en- 
tirely irregular to baila man indicted 
for murder upon affidavits taken ex- 
parte by persons unauthorized to take 
them," 

When a man is found guilty by a 
co7oner’s inquest the court may look 
into the depositions returped, * * * 
hut the surety which accompanies the 
evidence Qelivered to the grand jury 
precludes the court from knowing tts 
amount, 

Bail refused. 

The ease of the State against Mills, 
the speaker looked upon as conclusive 
that bail could not be taken 

He read from 2 Devereux, page 421. 
“After bill found a defendant is pre- 
sumed to be guiltv to most, if not all 
purposes, except thatof a fair trial 
before a petit jury. This presump- 
tion is so strong that in cases of 
capital felony the party cannot be let 
to bail.’ This opinion, he said, was 
from the pen and mind of the great 
judiciai luminary of North Carolina, 
ajucge whose learning and attain- 
ments had shed lustre upon thejuris- 
prudenee of his country. It was no 
lessa personage than Chief Jrstice 
Ruffin. 

Col. Ruffin and Co!l. Fuller argued 
the case well and briefly for the pri- 
soner but cited no authority in con- 
tradiction of those cited by Mr. 
Strong. 

Mre Smith said that the jurisdiction 
ofthe Superior Court of Alamance 
having attached it was in ita nature 
exclusive, andno other jurisdiction 
or court couldinterfere.
